narily means physical presence 
within the jurisdiction . . . and 
'domicile,' which differs from 
mere 'residence' by including 
the subjective Intent to main- 
tain one's permanent homo in 
the jurisdiction."

Income 
Takes Jump 
WASHINGTON 
,AP) - per* 


sonal income took its biggest 
jump in more than two years 
during November^ with rising 
wages and salaries accounting 
for the bulk of the gain, the 
Commerce Dipartment report 
ed today. 


Income rose by $5,8 billion at 


an annual rate during the month 
to reach a record pace at $641,7 
billion, ft was the biggest ad- 
vance since September 1965, 


The department said wages 


and salaries increased by $5.4 
billion and only $2 billion of this 
stemmed from the ending of au- 
tomobile 
and 
other strikes 


which had depressed payrolls 
the previous two months, 


Continued 
economic 
expan- 


sion accounted for most of the 
gain in payrolls, the department 
added.

effort today to open negotiations 
on Britain's membership appll« 
cation. President Charles de

Five of the six members want 


to start negotiations with Brit- 
ain, Ireland, Norway and Den« 
mark, and the sooner the better, 
Only France is opposed, But De 
Gaulle has Insisted on keeping a 
veto for such matters, and the 
others have failed to budge him. 


The five say they want a clear 


answer by Tuesday from the 
French on whether negotiations 
can start so that everyone can 
see who is responsible. 


West German Foreign Minis- 


ter Willy Brandt has threatened 
to hold up action on a matter of 
vital interest to France, rela- 
tions between the Common Mar- 
ket and Africa, Belgium is re- 
ported delaying an order for 
French Mirage planes to add to 
the pressure. 


Chances are good for a com- 


promise that would delay mat- 
ters again, although the British 
say they want a clear answer 
too.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


new Social Security benefit and 
tax scales** both up*' add fuel to 
an argument about the retire* 
fnent system that has been hot 
for some- time and gets hotter as 
the average 
population 
gets 


younger, 


Critics of the system say it is 


loaded against the young work' 
er, that the wage earner start* 


ing out no\v or still in his early 
productive years is being taxed 
unfairly to pay benefits to those 
already retired or well on their 
way to retirement, who paid In 
much less, 


Defenders say everyone, sta- 


tistically speaking, stands to gel 
a lot more out of Social Security 
than he puts in. 


The nuthematics involved are 


complex and the social and eco» 
nomic arguments finely drawn. 
Skipping the philosophical dis* 
pute, here is an effort to simpll* 
fy 
the mathematics, rounding 


all figures! 


Suppose a young man starts 


work Jan. 1, 1968, and continues 
until Jan, i, 2013, at which time 


he Is 65 and retires. Suppose 
further he starts out at $4>000 A 
year and gets annual raises of 
$1,000 until he passes the$7,800- 
a-year mark—the limit on which 
the payroll tax is levied. 


Under the new rates, he would 


pay In a little less than $20,000 
during his working life, 
Of this total, however, almost 
$3,000 would have gone Into 
medicare, giving him and his 
wife hospitalization rights in old 
age. 
Whether he ever actually 


recovered 
the 
equivalent 
of 


these contributions would, of 
course, depend on his and his 
wife's health. 


Of the remaining $17,000 it is 


generally agreed that something 


must be charged off for the in- 
surance value of Social Security 
during a man's working life. 


If he had died leaving minor 


children, there would have been 
payments for them. If lie had 
become disabled, he would have 
received paym?nts, 


Social Security values this in- 


surance at 28 per cent of the 
contribution. Others put the fig- 
ure as low us 20 per cent, Tak* 
ing 25 per cent as a working fig- 
ure 
reduces 
the $17,000 to 


$12/750 for retirement, 


At the new benefit rates, the 


retired worker an:) his wife of 
the same age would receive $323 
a month In 2013. So a couple 
would 
recoup 
the 
principal 


amount of the contribution in al* 
most exactly three and a half 
years, or by the time they were 
68'«. 
An unmarried retired 


worker would take half again as 
long to do this. 


Social Security actuaries say 


the life expectancy of a man 
who has reached 65 is 13'- years 
and that he can expect his wife 
to outlive him by five years, 


These calculations don't take 


into account interest that might 
have been earned or capital 
gains thai might have been real- 
ized by the worker if he harl 
been able to keep and Invest his 
Social 
Security 
contributions. 


But they also don't take into ao 
count the virtual certainty that 


Congress, which has made fni 
merous changes in Social Seel 
rily in the past 30 years, wif 
nuke more during the next 45, 


These probably will be In ti 


direction of greater benefits, 
tending to give a mathematical 
break to (he mired and tho olc 
er active workers.
